NEW YORK — Seven nuclear 
bombs’ worth of plutonium es- 
caped into air ducts at the Rocky 
Flats weapons plant near Denver 
over the 30 years of the plant's

Department officials said work- 
ers had detected 28 kilograms 
(about 62 pounds) in the ducts, 
tore than twice the amoant of plu- 
tonium they had expected to find. 
Plutonium is so toxic that it is usu- 
ally accounted for in quantities ex- 
pressed in grams. 

The search was undertaken after 
an independent study found in Oc- 
tober that enough plutonium had 
accumulated in the ducts to raise 
the possibility of an accidental nu- 
ΕΣ reaction. The πεν said that 

phtoniam would not escape 
from the buildings and that they 
expected that about 12 kilograms 
would be found in the ducts. 

Energy Department officials 
said Wednesday that the plutoni- 
um was contained in exhaust ducts 
and was not in a position to harm 
workers. And they said that be- 
cause of filters, it did not escape 
into the air outside. 

Critics of the Bovernment ὁ 
weapons complex discov- 
ery indicated worse mechanical 
and manegeitt troubles at the 
plant than previously come 10 
light. Production at Rocky Flats 
was halted in December. 

“This is a very substantial quan- 
tity of plutonium that was simpl:

West Waits for a River of Soviet Treasure

ONDON — Peter Batkin is a roly-poly 

figure, a cheerful amalgam of Luciano Pa- 

varotti, Nubar Gulbenkian and Pickwick. 

His beard, or “whiskers” as Pickwick 
fringes his cheeks 


All this is not exactly camouflage, even in St. 

Moritz. where he was recently encountered and where 

jewelry and fancy togs are as thick on the ground as 
snow, 


Imagine, then, how Batkin is received in the Soviet 
Union, where he spends an increasing amount of his 
time. He looks imperions, even imperial. 

In fact, he says he is received very well, and to 

it he slaps down on the table his pass into the 
Ministry of Crinae in Moscow. 

This, he says, gives him the run of the place, “I can 
see anyone I want in the ministry, It's amazing: I get 
more access in the corridors of power in Moscow 
than I would ever have in Washington or Whitehall.” 

This grand talk and the favored position come to 
Batkin, a deputy director of Sotheby’s in Europe, as 
one of a team of no fewer than four people who visit 
the Soviet Union regularly on behalf of the auction 


Barkin, his colleagues and increasing numbers of 
Western art dealers believe that there is gold behind 
what used to be the Iron Curtain. 

‘They believe that beautiful objects that have re- 
mained hidden for 70 years will one day soon travel 
in our direction as part of an exotic caravan, and 
comprise a silver — not to say bejeweled and ve- 
neered — lining as the clouds lift over Eastern 
Enrope. 

While the czars of the Western art world wait for 
the general picture to clarify, the market in contem- 
porary and avant-garde Russian and Soviet art looks

Infielder 
J. Neun Dies

BALTIMORE — Johnny Neun, 
89, a former major infielder 
and manager and one of only nine 
players to execute an unassisted 
triple play, died of cancer of the 
pancreas on Wednesday. 

Neun, 2 Baltimore native, speat 
four years with the Detroit Tigers 
and ended his major-leagne career 
with the Boston Braves in 1931 
with 2 .289 lifetime batting average. 

Neun executed his game-endi 
triple play on May 31, 1927, in 
Detroit when he was playing first 
base for the Tigers against the 
Cleveland Indians. 


Detroit held a one-run lead in 
the ninth when the first two Cleve- 
land batters — Glen Myatt and 
Charley Jamieson — reached base. 
Homer Summa was at bat. 

“He [Summa] hit a line drive

the first out,” Neun told The Balti- 
more Sun in 1964. 


“Jamieson had started from first 
to second and was right in front of 


< me, so I tagged him Two out.” 


“I looked over and saw that 
Myatt was racing for third, appar- 
ently thinking Summa had got a 
hit,” Neun said. “I ran over and 
touched second base, and the game 
was over.” 

He managed for 12 years in the 
New York Yankees farm system. 
took over as Yankees tem- 
porarily in 1946 and managed the 
Cincinnati Reds in 1947 1948. 

After managing the Reds, Neun 
retumed to the Yankees, and spent 
35 years as a scout and player- 
development specialist. 

Neun scouted for the Milwankee 
Brewers up until last year.
